Litchfield County Jail, Litchfield, Connecticut: July 22, 1835 


Rambling autobiographic account to an attorney, pleading for legal aid, by an Opium-addicted 
alcoholic Connecticut doctor, jailed for rape of a young Black servant girl at a tavern. In nearly 
5,000 words crammed into every inch of a tall letter sheet because the writer could not afford 
to buy more paper, the jailed doctor, reveals that, in addition to his "intemperate use of 
strong drink", years before he had been addicted to Opium by another physician (probably at 
the Hartford Retreat for the Insane). He was now anxiously awaiting a trial, after a Grand Jury 
indictment, on a charge of rape of a young Black servant girl at a tavern in Norfolk, 
Connecticut. Impoverished, abandoned by family and friends, and, as penniless stranger "in 
whom none took any interest," he had been incompetently represented by an unpaid court- 
appointed lawyer who showed no interest in an impromptu client who had himself confessed 
to being guilty of "something." Gill admitted that in a drunken stupor, feeling "sorry and 
ashamed," he had politely apologized to the girl for his improper behavior, which, he now 
insisted, involved nothing more than "lascivious toying and that with the apparent permission 
of the girl herself." He had not sought "illicit intercourse with her..." seemingly denying that "her clothes were raised" or that 
"there was any indecent exposure of my own person..." As for the "aggravation which the offense derives from difference of 
race. I would not stigmatise... a race of immortal beings as to call my conduct beastly; but I do feel that I could not be R.M. 
Johnson for the presidential chair. It is enough that the African females are not objects of desire. But drunkenness can make a 
man fondle the picture of Pocahontas on a tavern sign." Gill says nothing more about the interracial issue of the alleged crime, 
beyond this cryptic reference to Kentuckian Richard Mentor Johnson, who was soon to be elected Vice President of the United 
States, despite openly living with a mixed race slave as his common law wife with and formally acknowledging their two 
daughters as his children.

Westminster, Maryland: 1848-1853 


Significant and revealing series of letters from the grand lady of a southern plantation to one of her peers, a decade and a half 
before the Civil War would send their fairy tale lives into the ash bin of history. Avondale and Rosewell were both antebellum 
properties of somewhat tarnished legend. Nearly a century before the Van Bibbers moved into Avondale in 1848, locals whispered 
that the brutal original master of the estate, a British immigrant foundry owner, having attempted to rape one of his women slaves, 
had the woman walled up alive when she resisted him, and burned to death a male slave who came to her aid. Two hundred miles 
to the south in Gloucester County, Virginia, Rosewell, the beautiful 750-acre (and 100+-slave) plantation was reputed to have been 
a resting place of Thomas Jefferson while he pondered the ideas that became the Declaration of Independence. During the decade 
before the Civil War, Betty Van Bibber wrote these letters at Avondale to the woman she called her sister, whose husband, Josiah 
L. Deans (possibly Betty's half-brother) became the third owner of Rosewell shortly before Betty's death in 1853. Elegantly- 
written, the letters are full of family chit-chat as well as recurrent references to favored slaves, shared between the families, who 
went back and forth between the estates after the widowed Betty, who had lived with the Deans in Virginia, moved north, with a 
few enslaved Blacks in tow, to marry the Baltimore aristocrat, corn farmer, and amateur poet who inherited "haunted" Avondale 
from his father. 


As slave-ownets went, the Van Bibbers, bookish intellectuals, were eccentrically benevolent. Betty insisted that one of her slaves, 
"valuable property" who traveled across state lines without supervision, should not be sold to a Virginian (who intended to 
emancipate him in Liberia) without first being asked to give his personal consent. And she even hosted, at her mansion house, the 
wedding ceremony of her enslaved "nanny" and housemaid to another worthy slave, owned by her neighbors, the Shrivers 
(ancestors of the political celebrity in-law of the Kennedy clan).

The Cyberton used pioneering image analysis designed to enable a submarine 
sonar operator to separate true target echoes from false signals of whales, fish, 
algae, etc. It could later be taught to recognize English word sounds and speech patterns, and even analyze stacks of 
electrocardiograms. While "Cyberton" is best-known as the name of the fictional home-world planet of the "Transformers" robots 
in the film and television series that began in 1984, the true origin of the word was this experimental machine developed for the 
U.S. Air Force by the Raytheon Company in 1960 - possibly the first "learning machine" of the early computer age. This 
accompanying set of books, containing corporate "proprietary information", is extremely rare, printed in very small limited 
editions. When unveiled in 1961, the Cyberton captured the public imagination, being equipped with a "Goof" button that could 
be pressed by a human technician to correct the machine's mistakes, errors being recorded to modify its punched tape memory, so 
that the machine could then alogically learn by trial and error to re-evaluate incorrect decisions, "relate new situations to past 
experience and steadily improves its skill." The first volume considers "Cybertonics" in general - the ability of a machine to imitate 
human biological senses; the second specifically discusses creation of the machine that "learned" by recognizing patterns from 
"input signals" similar to these senses, emulating a child's "self-teaching brain." We could locate no copies listed in OCLC/

Originally 
published in 1659 by John Field, the printer to the Cambridge University Press, this 
work was intended to serve as a lectern Bible for churches and libraries. In 1660, 
however, John Ogilby bought up the edition and reissued it with illustrations 
(including a new and majestic engraved title page depicting King Solomon on the 
throne), intending it for the deluxe private market. Variously called "Ogilby's Bible" 
and "The Restoration Bible," Ogilby presented a copy of his production to King 
Charles II in 1660, when the restored monarch first visited the Royal Chapel in 
Whitehall. 


Ogilby's Bible could be purchased with varying degrees of illustration. Ogilby first 
issued the work with a small number of engravings by Wenceslaus Hollar (together 
with Lombart's sublime engraving of Adam and Eve), but he soon offered the option 
of extra-illustrating the work with the buyer's choice of stately double-page engravings from Amsterdam publisher Nicolas 
Visscher. Visscher offered plates from several different suites of illustration - including artwork after Rubens, Tintoretto, and de 
Bruyn - and copies of Ogilby's Bible are found with all-various plate counts and illustrations. 


We think the present copy of the 1660 Bible is one of the finest copies 
ever to be offered for sale. Regal and red-lined, the present copy is 
illustrated with a superb choice of double-page engravings, the 109 
plates bound with this Bible definitely constituting one of the most 
deluxe and inclusive possibilities of illustration. This copy appears to be 
one of the early issues of the Bible: it not only contains the Hollar (and 
Lombart) plates - including Hollar's magisterial 4-page engraving of the 
city of Jerusalem (lacking in many copies) - but it was also bound 
without the leaf of dedication to Charles II which Ogilby added to The 
Book of Common Prayer.

A spectacular colored copy of the 1876 edition of Blake's Works - possibly a colored 
proof copy of the book - containing the first complete reproductions of 7 of Blake's 
illuminated texts, including: Songs of Innocence and Experience, The Book of Thel, 
Visions of the Daughters of Albion, America, Europe, the Book of Urizen, and The Song 
of Los. An ambitious publication project intending the reproduction of all of Blake's 
illuminated texts, the project was never fully realized and only 100 copies of the book 
appear to have been printed. It is now thought that it was the publisher's original intent to 
offer colored copies of the book (in faithful reproduction of the original British Museum 
volumes from which the plates of the 1876 Works were made), but no colored copies are 
noted in any Blake bibliography. The present colored copy appears to be unique among 
extant exemplars of the book, and we think it likely that the present copy was created as a 
colored proof for the work. Whether or not the coloring of this present volume duplicates 
with 100% fidelity the coloring of the Blake volumes in the British Museum, we think this 
mysterious volume is yet both historically significant and of considerable artistic merit.

Behmen's Works is a bibliographically complex text 
which has never been properly or completely catalogued. Alan Pritchard's 
bibliography of Alchemy (Alchemy: A Bibliography of English-Language 
Writings, entries 333.1 [wrongly printed as "331.1" and 333.2), notes some of 
the differences between the first and second issues (which Pritchard simply 
calls "versions"), most pertinently in recording that 3 texts in volume IV (The 
Way to Christ, A Discourse between a Soul, and A Treatise of the Four 
Complexions) were printed in two different forms. (These different forms actually comprise 
two different translations of the text; and the two printings of the texts are of different length, 
and contain different signature markings and page numberings.) Beyond this (and unnoted by 
Pritchard et al.), the complex folding plate "The Origin of Things, and the Process of Christ" 
also exists in two issues (printed on two different qualities of paper), with the 2nd issue 
containing an additional section of overlay. Copies of Behmen's Works exist in mixed states: 
the Getty copy, for example, has been bound with both issues of the retranslated texts, 
whereas the Manly Hall copy appears to have been bound with only the 2nd-issue 
translations. Many surviving copies of Behmen's Works are lacking some of the plates, and 
copies with a complete suite of their engravings are quite scarce.

Significant archive relating to the small yet important transport 
airline founded by Claire Chennault (of Flying Tigers fame) and 
Whiting Willauer in China following World War II, which was 
involved in many clandestine missions under the aegis of the Central Intelligence Agency. The material is from the estate of 
Joseph L. Orlowski Madison, who joined the company in 1949 as an engineer and became one of its principal employees. Civil 
Air Transport, or CAT, was created in 1946 as Chinese National Relief and Rehabilitation Administration (CNRRA) Air 
Transport. Using surplus World War II aircraft such as the C-47 Dakota and the C-46 Commando, CAT airlifted supplies and 
food into war-ravaged China. It was soon pressed into service to support Chiang Kai-shek and his Kuomintang forces in the 
civil war between them and the communists under Mao Zedong. Many of its first pilots were veterans of Chennault's World 
War II combat groups, popularly known as Flying Tigers. By 1950, following the defeat of Chiang's forces and their retreat to 
Taiwan, the airline faced financial difficulties. The CIA formed an entity called Airdale Corporation, which formed a subsidiary 
called CAT, Inc., and took over de facto ownership and operation of the airline. In 1959, CAT was reorganized as Air America, 
which supported covert operations throughout Indochina during the Vietnam War, particularly in Laos. 


Included in the archive and important to the understanding of Orlowski's role in the company are two manila folders marked 
"Employment" in pencil, with numerous documents relating to the employment of Joseph L. Orlowski, a.k.a. Joseph L. 
Madison, from 1945 to 1959. By 1948 Orlowski was working for the China office of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration (i.e. UNRRA/CNRRA), as a Machine Shop Superintendent. Included are papers relating to 
administrative matters, salary, contract extensions, rules of employment, etc., even the circumstances for duty-free sale of liquor 
to UNRRA employees. The shifting political situation was having an effect, and on April 4, 1949, a report relates that "The Civil 
War in China has reached a state when the country is sharply divided into two parts from the military, political and economic 
points of view... The territory north of the Yangtsze is controlled by the Communists and that south of the Yangtsze by the 
National government."

On April 7, 1949, indication is given of Orlowski/Madison's involvement 
with the Civil Air Transport, a carbon on letterhead in Chinese and 
English, "TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: This will confirm that Mr. 
J. L. Orlowski is undertaking a survey mission which will cover all CAT 
supply, shops and related facilities including the LST Chung-118..." 
Signed by A.L. Burridge, Northern Area Manager, with cc. to Gen. 
Chennault and 10 others. A letter from Orlowski to Joseph Rosbert of 
the CAT (carbon) dated 6 May 1949, details the results of the survey with 
recommendations. 


In October of 1949 Orlowski transferred permanently to Civil Air 
Transport, and there are documents related to his hiring, initial salary, etc. 
By 1951 he was Asst. Director of Operations for CAT in Taiwan. 
Documents relate to his salary ($18,000 in 1954, a good sum at the time), 
beneficiaries, home leave, travel orders, his receipt of a Five Years! Service 
Pin, his promotion to Assistant Vice President in 1955, etc. Around this 
time Orlowski married Tanny Madison (who lived in Burlingame, CA), and he used Madison as his last name increasingly. On 
December 11, 1956, he had a daughter, Patricia Jenny Madison. A file of papers from the 1960s relates to Orlowski's 
membership and presidency of the Society of American Military Engineers (Taiwan Post). 


Also among the more significant items is a document from December, 1949, "Sanya Airport and Facilities Report, Yulin, 
Hainan." 42 leaves, unbound, primarily mimeographed typescript, plus two large folding maps. Five of the leaves have mounted 
original photographs, 23 in number, with captions, most relating to oil and mining infrastructure. The report is addressed to 
Standard-Vacuum Oil Company in New York, with the title "Bulk Tankage Survey, Hainan Island."

Cook's third and final voyage relates the expedition in 
which the Sandwich Islands [now Hawaiian Islands] were 
discovered. Cook would be killed by the initially friendly 
natives of Hawaii. Also, in Cook's search for the 
Northwest Passage, he surveyed the straits between Asia 
and America and ascertained the proximity between them, 
and there is much information on the northwest coast of 
North America, Alaska, Kamchatka, and other northern 
climes.

Contemporary manuscript of a text first published in 1666, a note on the flyleaf identifying this 
volume as the "manuscrit original." A mysterious manuscript in 12 short sections answering 
questions about the physical nature of the Heavens, the preface of this manuscript ascribes the text 
to the 16th-century Portuguese Bishop Osorio da Fonseca, and it professes to be translated by 
Jacques de Jant (who authored a 1670 work on the Ottoman sultan Mehmed IV). The 1666 printing 
of Theologie Curieuse appears to follow the text and preface of this manuscript, and its title page 
indicates that it is translated from Osorio by de Jant. Such attribution notwithstanding, the text of 
Theologie Curieuse does not appear to correspond to any known work by Osorio; nor does it seem 
likely that the text consists of a compilation of quotations from Osorio's known works. 


Rather intriguingly, two other copies of this manuscript are known - both at the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris - and both these manuscripts name one "De La Lane" in their prefaces as the author of the text (with no 
mention of Osorio). The prefatory matter of these two manuscripts differ from our text; and whereas our manuscript is 
dedicated to an un-named prince, these two other manuscripts are respectively dedicated to King Louis XTV and to the French 
chancellor Pierre Seguier. A work obviously composed for, and distributed to, the highest levels of nobility.

Happily, his letters started or ended with the statement that "I am happy to 
inform you that I am yet alive and well," accompanied by such details as " we have had the first days Battle over and we have 
since I wrote last advanced towards Sebastopol, we landed on the Crimea about 10 miles lower down than what the Russians 
expected and all was landed safe and we went on the march as soon as we could get ready which was on the 19th Sept and we 
fell in with the Russian Cavalry and we gave them a great Chase and halted for the night and the next day we marched a few 
miles and then we saw about 50 Thousand Russians and about 100 Cannons all formed upon a very high hill..."

It would take a lifetime to collect the individual volumes of this series of 
limited editions from Dun Emer / Cuala Press which, considered from 
both the literary and the book arts perspectives, constitutes one of the 
most important private presses of the 20th century — if not of the fine 
ptess movement as a whole. At the confluence of the Irish Literary Revival and the Arts & Crafts Movement, the early 20th 
century witnessed the germination and flowering of the modern Irish nation, a community so ardently imagined by prophetic 
writers in the Celtic Twilight (and published by Dun Emer and Cuala Press) which included writers such as Lady Gregory, AE 
(George Russell), Lord Dunsany, and at their forefront poet William Butler Yeats. 


A family affair, Cuala Press included artwork by Jack Yeats, presswork 
by Elizabeth Yeats, and writing/editorial work by W.B. Yeats. 
Furthermore, there was a direct line of succession to Morris & Co. 
through Lily Yeats, who had studied embroidery under May Morris in 
England before bringing her skills to an Irish setting in the embroidery 
department of Cuala Industries. Tribute to William Morris is seen both 
in the literary character of the texts published by Cuala Press but also in 
the binding style of the physical books. 


These works, so vital to the raising of national consciousness in the 
19th century and the shaping of the incipient Republic of Ireland in the 
early 20th century, also register the tragedy of history in their pages. 
One example is found in the colophon for the 1916 book "Certain 
Noble Plays of Japan" where the Easter Uprising is memorialized. The 
book was "[f]inished on the twentieth day of July, in the Year of the Sinn Fein Rising, Nineteen Hundred and Sixteen". 


Another turbulent era, the late 1960's would see a resurgence of the Arts & Crafts spirit with 
the fine press as a leading example. Cuala Press would be revived during the years 1969-1989 by 
author Thomas Kinsella, Liam Miller, Michael and Anne Yeats (with some examples 
represented in the present collection). The spirit lives on to this day with significant work being 
done by the 2018 Cuala Press Project at Dublin's Trinity College.

Three breakthrough papers on the photon, atom, and 
relativity, constituting Einstein's "miracle year." Einstein's

They state: "Very few images of Emerson are dated on photographs or their card mounts, 
on sketches or paintings or on plaster or marble busts." They also note that though Emerson was a meticulous diarist, he rarely 
described siting for a portrait of any kind. (Myerson and Wilson, 2016)

on the website. The dust jacket is from the Seventh Printing of the book, but seems to be one of the earliest to be found, and is 
in the style of the first and early printing jackets. The Prophet was one of the best selling books of the 20th century. Since its 
first appearance in 1923 The Prophet has never been out of print and has gone through more than 160 printings, over 100 
million copies have been sold. It has been translated into more than 40 languages. Behind William Shakespeare and Lao-Tzu, 
Kahlil Gibran ranks as the third most widely read poet in history. Copies of early editions are quite rare, those in early jackets 
more so, and inscribed presentation copies with important association exceptionally so. There are three newsclippings regarding 
Gibran's death glued to the front endpapers, not touching the inscription, and an 11-line inscription dated May 12, '97, beneath 
the inscription; offset from one of the newsclippings affects half of the Gibran inscription, but not its legibility.

Finally and perhaps most 
importantly it was the first book in English whose primary intention was enabling the reader to choose intelligently among the 
various wines then available...since at that time, "the great majority of books on wine had been treatises on grape growing, wine 
making or wine adulteration..." 


Surveying other books of the period Berk goes on to state, "Early copies of all of these books are today rare, with M'Bride 
perhaps the rarest. Only one edition, and one printing, are known..." McBride's treatise offers guidance in selecting the finest 
vintages "to be used at the tables of the opulent" and also provides an account of many illnesses allegedly cured by wine — 
including scurvy! Dedicated to His Royal Highness The Prince of Wales, McBride's treatise rhapsodizes on the virtues of the 
vine. In addition to their putative value as medicine, foremost among these the Toc-kay de Espagna (conveniently to be found at 
the shop of wine merchant D. M'Bride at no. 25 Little Mitre Court "and no where else in these Kingdoms"), McBride makes the 
startling claim that wine is also a great boon to the state, for "[t]he knowledge of wines in general (especially those proper for the 
sick) tends greatly to the encrease of population, and consequently to the welfare of the sovereign of any country." Reverend 
Malthus, who published his An Essay on the Principle of Population just five years later, no doubt took note. The text is 
composed of four parts. The chapters on wine selection and the medicinal properties of wine are complemented by chapters 
containing "[i]nstructions concerning spirituous liquors, with methods for detecting abuses in them" and a chapter further 
elaborating on the benefits gained from liberal application of Toc-kay de Espagna. 


Appended to the main text after a 2 pp. table of contents are two bibliographical curiosities which do 
not match the listings for ESTC (164974) or that held in the Wellcome Collection. They are: 
"Observations Concerning the Medical Virtues of Wine" (with the ink stamp of presumed author J 
Scott MD at end of text) and a section printed on different paper stock titled "An Account of the Most

Amazing photographic record of nearly 19 years in the life and career of Dutch 
petroleum engineer Dr. F.W.L. Tydeman, who began working for Royal Dutch Shell Oil 
Company in 1915. In 1918 he was sent to Oklahoma to work at the Cushing Refinery 
run by the Roxana Petroleum Corp., and the album begins with several dozen 
photographs of wells, pumps, refining apparatus, and other features of the field. Also, 
there are photographs of his wife and baby daughter Betty - a new job and a new life. 
After about three years in Oklahoma he moves to Roxana, Illinois, and was soon posted 
overseas, traveling via Hawaii and Japan to the Dutch East Indies (now Indonesia). Soon 
he was back home in the Netherlands, with photos of The Hague. By 1923 he had 
returned in the U.S., with views of Pasadena, Riverside, and Ventura oil derricks, and in 
1924 moved north to San Francisco for a while. His rather peripatetic life continued, and 
he is sent to oil fields and refineries in Mexico, Missouri, Louisiana, and elsewhere, with 
return trips to Holland and Europe every few years. He finally settled in San Francisco, 
and many of the later photographs are of outings in Northern California, with Half 
Moon Bay, Monterey, Carmel and Yosemite among the favored destinations. The final 
dated photograph is October 25, 1936. 


As befitting an engineer, Mr. Tydeman was meticulous in the organization of this 
photographic record of his life and career. The photographs are of nearly uniform size, 
to fit 8 per page. Each is numbered, with several sequences. Nearly all are captioned and dated, and the time of day, shutter 
setting and speed, and film are often recorded. There are a few spaces for pictures that have no pictures, and while in a few 
instances the pictures may have been removed, most are purposely left blank, due to a defect in the exposure, described 
variously as "shutter stuck open"; "forgot to focus"; "forgot to pull out lens"; etc.

The first known English language 
translation of the Mayan sacred text, the 
Popol Vuh. John M. Weatherwax (1900- 
1984) was a writer and radical political 
activist whose papers are found at the 
Smithsonian Institution, the Newberry 
Library and at Cal State University 
Dominquez Hills. The translation was 
completed in 1931 to accompany 
watercolors by Diego Rivera for an 
illustrated edition pitched to Lippincott, 
but never published. His friendship with Diego Rivera began via an introduction by Upton Sinclair to Russian film director 
Sergei Eisenstein. Eisenstein would enlisted Weatherwax's help with the script for a film he was making on location in Mexico, 
"Thunder Over Mexico", asking Weatherwax to approach Rivera to secure the support and cooperation of the Mexican 
government for the film. Some years later in the Bay Area, Weatherwax, who had a lifetime interest in Pre-Columbian history, 
embarked on a translation of the Popol Vuh, the sacred text of the Maya first transliterated from the Ki'Che' language and 
translated into Spanish in 1701 by Dominican priest Francisco Ximénez. Fortuitously, Diego Rivera was also there, working on 
his celebrated mural "Allegory of California" for the Pacific Stock Exchange, at the time when Weatherwax and his sister Clara 
were working on the manuscript. Weatherwax told Rivera about the translation and from this was born the collaboration on 
"Seven-Times-The-Colour-Of-Fire", the one translating and the other illustrating the text. The present typescript, with pencil 
emendations, is the first known English translation of the Popol Vuh. Weatherwax would continue to translate Mayan stories 
and legends, some of which appeared in national magazines. The lot includes an essay by Lucretia H. Giese (1937-2018) former 
Associate Professor of Art History at Rhode Island School of Design titled "A Collaboration: Diego Rivera, John Weatherwax, 
and the Popol Vuh" and a receipt from Harcourts Gallery dated 02/12/86 conferring publishing rights to the consignor. 
According to Giese, "Weatherwax's knowledge and interests energized Rivera and Rivera's creativity stimulated Weatherwax in 
turn." This profound work, which may have had its origin in hieroglyphics, was reborn in a powerful modernist synthesis in the 
Rivera-Weatherwax partnership. Perhaps someday it will be published as such. 


Francisco Ximénez (c. 1666-1729) transliterated and translated the original text of the 
Popol Vuh. The original text, now lost, is thought to have been first committed to writing 
in the mid-sixteenth century. After the Dominicans were expelled from Guatemala in 
1829-30, Ximénez's manuscript had a tangled history worthy of an Indiana Jones film — 
passing from the Universidad de San Carlos under murky circumstances to Abbé Charles- 
étienne Brasseur de Bourbourg, to Alphonse Pinart, and ultimately to the American 
business magnate Edward E. Ayer. Ayer would donate the manuscript to the Newberry 
Library in Chicago as part of a nearly 50,000-piece bequest of Americana related to North 
and Central American native peoples. While documented by a representative of the 
Dominican order (largely responsible for the Inquisition) in an effort to convert the 
Mayan people to Christianity, the Popol Vuh has become a symbol of indigenous 
subsistence and for resistance to colonialism — not only for the Maya, but writ large in 
world literature. "Popol Vuh is one of the great books about the creation of the world. It 
is the Mayan Bible." -Carlos Fuentes.

Henry Salt (1780-1827) first set out for the East 
at age twenty-two in the company of George Annesley (Viscount Valencia) whom he served as 
secretary, draughtsman, and companion. Annesley's tour aboard an East Indian vessel included 
stops at the Cape of Good Hope, the Red Sea ports, and India. Later he published his Voyages 
and Travels to India (1809) in which Salt's illustrations were featured. On his first visit to the 
country, Salt was dispatched by Annesley on a mission to establish trade relations with various 
Ethiopian potentates.

As a poet, E. E. Cummings has enjoyed tremendous 
popularity for a century: his poetry has been widely hailed 
for its experimental form, typography, grammar, and word 
coinages, as well as for the subtlety and sensitivity of its 
perceptions and feeling. Less well-known today, however, 
are Cummings’ achievements as a visual artist and the 
extent to which they express in an entirely different 
medium the same aesthetic principles and rigorous artistic 
intelligence that inform his poetry. Cummings viewed 
himself as much a painter as a poet, as evidenced by the 
enormous amount of time and energy he devoted to this 
lesser-known half of his "twin obsession." Not only did 
Cummings spend a greater portion of his time painting 
than writing, he also produced thousands of pages of 
carefully thought-out notes concerning his own aesthetics 
of painting: color-theory, analysis of the human form, the "intelligence" of painting, reflections on the Masters, etc. 


While Cummings achieved substantial acclaim as an American cubist and abstract, avant-garde painter in the early decades of the 
20" century, he later viewed the artistic establishment as hopelessly anti-intellectual and dropped out of the New York gallery 
scene, devoting the remainder of his life to painting representational works: landscapes, nudes, still lifes, and portraits. In these 
works, Cummings continued to explore the issues and principles that had impelled his early abstract paintings, and he brought 
them to bear in his more personal, representational work. Many of his paintings, while recognizable subjects, display a wild 
exuberance and a sometimes nearly fantastic use of color. As such, they merit comparison with his poetry, the greatest 
accomplishment of which has long been considered his bold, inventive use of language and form in the service of a modern 
sensibility and aesthetic that is essentially individualistic, traditional, and even romantic.
